Perhaps our readers would like to 
know why we remained silent so long. We cannot explain 


our reticence in a better way than by referring to a story in — 


the Rémdyan. When Meghnfth died, no one-would approach 
his body for some time for fear that he might be alive. Like- 


wise, even when Sir George Couper departed from the 


country, our hair stood on end when we thought of him. In 
the North-Western Provinces the maxim might is right is in 
full force. It is doubtful whether even the Governor-Gene- 
ral could make such a display of his power in Bengal, if he 
were so minded, as an ordinary police officer does in these 
provinces. In Bengal prostitutes even do not wear golden 
ornaments on their feet, but in these provinces golden orna- 
ments are worn by the wives and children of ordinary police 


officers. If any one desires to have an idea of Nawab Siraju-l-_ 


daula’s rule, let him come to these provinces. Here no one 
dares to make the illegal acts of officers public.

‘It’ is difficult to realize that’ he 
was created by the same God who has créated mankind 
in general. In the first place, adire famine broke out in 
these provinces in 1877 and 1878, and thousands of men 
perished from starvation.. Parents sold children for a hand« 
ful of grain and husbands abandoned wives. When this 
dreadful calamity played havoc in the country, our late 
Lieutenant-Governor passed his time in ease and comfort. 
It never occurred to him to render any relief to the peo 
ple. But this was not all. When the people were dying of 
hunger, he issued strict orders that the land revenue should 
be realized in fall. Could anything be more cruel than 
this? Sycondly, misfortunes do not come singly. Famine 
had hardly disappeared when another calamity, more terrible 
than famine, broke out in 1879. Thousands of men were 
carried away by fever every day. But Sir George Couper 
was as apathetic as ever. This lamentable state of things 
did not serve to disturb his complacency of mind. When 
fever had done its work, he awoke from his. sleep for a short 
time and ordered 1,900%b of cinchona and 75Ib of quinine to 
be distributed in. the fever-stricken. districts, and. was. s¢tie- 
fied that he had done his duty! One or two obsequious 
contemporaries in these provinces have lauded him to the 
skies and led him to believe that. his administration has 
been very successful. The natives of these provinces should 
really congratulate themselves on having had such a. patortial 
ruler to rule over them! - Thirdly, Sir George. Couper wae 
a great enemy of high English education. He abolished. 
the Bareilly College | and several normal. schools, : and the 
Agra College is on the eve of extinction. . He cu talled
